Railroad for 1878 were $17,530,833, 
which is over $1,000,000 in excess of 
1877. 
Tho expenses for 1878 were 


$8,786,118, which is also more than 


• $1,000,000 in excess of the previous 
year. Taking from the net earnings the 
rental of leased Hues and interest, there 
is a surplus left of $2,804,903. The 
assets on January 1, 1879, were $158,- 
973,712.

In any handful of miscellaneous sil- 


ver coin that one gathers in trading 
about town says an exchange at least 25 
per cent, of the pieces have holes pierced 
through them or are otherwise mutilated. 
It may not be generally known, but it 
is nevertheless true, that it is an offense 
punishable by imprisonment for "not 
more than two years, and by a fine of 
not more than $2,000, for a person to 
subtract a portion of tho gold or silver 
from n coin of the Urated States so as 
to make it of less weight or value than 
it ought to be. Besides being a statu- 
tory offense, it is a mean thing to muti-

Advices received in New York City 


from Europe during the past few days 
report the wheat crop very poor in great 
mnny places.

PER .i INS OX LAND MONOPOLY. 


Goo. C. Perkins. Republican nominee 


for Governor of California, has written 
the following letter to the editor of the 
oacramento Bee, in which ho definies 
lis position on the question of land 
monopoly: 


SAX FitAxcisco, July 11, 1879. 


JAS. McCLATOHY, Esq., Sacramento;— 


Dear Sir: Your kind favor of the 3d.: 
.taut nt hand, and your remarks have 
:ny careful attention. Permit mo to 
thank you for the interest you take in 
my success and that of the Republican 
party. In regard to my views on laud 
monopoly, they aro substantially tlie 
!;amo as your own as expressed in yours 
before mo. I believe it is the greatest 
barrier to the progress of our State. It 
is a relic of the old Feudal system that 
should have been abolished when bar- 
barism and despotism gave away to 
progress and civilization. It is the pro- 
lific cause in other countries, as well as 
in this State, of dissatisfaction, distur- 
bance, distress, oppression and not in- 
frequently of murder itself. I am just 
as much opposed to agrarinuisiD, how- 
ever, as I am to land monopoly. I do 
not believe in confiscation under any 
circumstances. But I believe in so 
framing the laws that land monopolists 
will find it more profitable to cut their 
estates up into small farms than they 
will to hold them themselres for specu- 
lative or other purposes. The new Con- 
stitution aims to accomplish this result. 
It is one of the best among many very 
excellent provisions in that instrument. 
Whoever may be elected to office, I trust 
tho object aimed at will be carried into 
c-ffect. It will undoubtedly be one of 
the greatest blessings, as land monopoly 
lias been and is one of the greatest evils 
that has ever befallen the State. When- 
ever this is accomplished, I believe Cal- 
ifornia will prosper ns France has pros- 
peied, more so, ns this State is* far ahead 
of Frauch, ns well in the greater fertility 
and varied production of its soil as in 
its geniality of climate. 


In regard to the result of the coming 


election, I feel confident that the Re- 
publican ticket will receive a majority 
of votes over all others combined. It 
hns the confidence of not only Repub 
lieans but of tbe best men of all parties. 
I believe tbe people are willing to am' 
will trust the destinies of the State in 
the hands of the men named on tho 
Republican ticket.
